Castillo Commits Repub- 
lic To Maintenance of 
Neutrality Status.

BUENOS AIRES, Jan. 20.— 
“Right or wrong,’ Argentina 
will not break relations with 
Germany, Japan and Italy, 
Acting President Ramon S. 
Castillo told a press confer- 
ence tonight. 

Castillo, in an interview at his 
curmmer home in nearby Martinez, 
declared Argentina had not-veered 
fron 
ward all warring nations, except. 
the United States, which she has | 
dg! lared a nonbelligerent. : 

‘Our position is final,” Castillo 
said: “it will not undergo any | 
change.” 

Ports Open to U. S. 

By holding the United States 
nonbelligerent the government 
opened its ports to unlimited stays 
by United States warships. 

The acting president’s declara- 
tion came in the midst of reports 
that Argentina might join other 
American republics to put up a 
solid hemispheric front against the 
Axis as proposed at the current 
Pan-American conference of for- 
eign ministers at Rio De Janeiro. 

Castillo asserted that Argen- 
tina’s position “is open, frank and 
loval and represents, right or 
wrong, the opinion of the coun- | 
se 

Argentina’s position, he _ said, 
“has been misinterpreted to the | 
point where they say Argentina 1s_ 
not going to collaborate in the’ 
foreign minister’s conference.” 


‘Best for America.’ 

“But Argentina, which defends

U.S. Sinks 2 Japanese Vessels 


Additional Sub 
Attacks Bared 
By Navy Report 


Motor - Torpedo 
Boat Destroys Ship in 
Philippines. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—(4)—~ 
A fast, tiny motor-torpedo boat 
of the United States Navy dashed 
into a Philippines bay, the Navy 
announced tonight, ran a gantiet 
of machine gun ana shore battery 
and torpedoed a- 5,000-ton 
Japanese ship. 

At the same time, the Navy said 
strong counter measures had been 
undertaken -against enemy sub- 
marines off the Atlantic seaboard. 
These, it added, attacked several 
vessels in addition to those report- 
ed in the last few davs. 

The foray of the torpedo boat 
was apparently intended to sup- 
port the operations of General 
Douglas MacArthur against the 
Japanese on Batan Peninsula, be- 
tween Manila Bay and the South 
China sea. At the upper end and 
on the seaward side of the penin- 
sula lies Subic Bay. 

The attack occurred in Binanga 
Bay, which is part of Subic Bay 
and lies to the seaward side of 
the upper end of the peninsula. 

Meanwhile, MacArthur reporte 
ed that the Japs had renewed their 
attack, concentrating on the cen- 
ter of his line. He also informed 
the department that six Army 
bombers had sunk a Japanese 
cruiser near Jolo, between the 
Philippines and Borneo, and had

“Suppose a group of Auxiliary 
Corps members are being sent to 
a defense outpost. The boat is 
ready to sail. Suddenly one wom- 
an says: ‘I don’t want to go!’ 
What are you going to do then?” 

The colonel admitted that un- 
der the bill the Army didn’t have 
the power to make the little wom- 
an go—ijit couldn’t court-martial 
her.

That, the 
Army feels, would be taken very 
seriously.

There are various logical reasons for the 
presence of enemy U-boats off our Atlantic 
coast. That are additional reasons to the mere 
sinking of a few tankers or cargo ships. 

In the first place it is quite probable the 
Axis has concentrated a considerable nest of 
submarines in American waters, primarily in 
the hope of a lucky shot against more important 
target than a tanker.

It is, therefore, up to all of us to remain calm 
and confident, not to allow the loss of a few 
tankers to make us alter our course toward 
victory. The loss of these ships is not pleasant. 
It is tragic to read of American boys, seamen, 
cving in the cold waters of the Atlantic or 
upon the burning decks of torpedoed ships. 
But it is something which, in modern war, we 
just have to take. As London took the blitz 
bombings, we must steel ourselves to take 
whatever blows the Axis may deliver. 

By the serenity of a confident American 
public, strong in the knowledge of its own 
inherent strength and in faith in its chosen 
leaders, such efforts by the Axis to divert our 
attention will come to naught. 

We must keep on, along the path we have 
chosen, preparing as fast as we are able sucha 
blow against the Axis that it will be smashed 
and crushed beyond repair. All other things 
are but sideshows to this and must be, in so 
far as possible, ignored.

Coming Time Change 

Congress has passed and the President has 
signed a bill setting forward the clocks of the 
nation one hour. The object of the change is 
conservation of electric power, in effort to 
meet the growing demands for power of the 
war factories. 

However, without public. co-operation, the 
purpose of the measure may be partially lost 
and the saving in power be far less than it 
Should be. 

The change goes into effect, according to 
provisions of the bill, on February 9. What is 
now seven o’ciock will, under the new time, be 
eight o’clock,-and so on, 

This will mean, unless there is a wise public 
adjustment to the new time, that it will be 
necessary in the winter months to rise in the 
morning an hour or more before dawn in order 
to send children to school, to see the wage 
earner leaves home in time for the regular 
Starting hour at office, shop or store. 

However, it will be easy to avoid this, if all 
will co-operate. 

When the new time goes into effect, most 
daily activities of the ordinary population 
Should start one hour later in the morning, by 
the clock. That will be, according to sun time, 
the same hour at which they now begin. 

Thus the schools, instead of starting classes 
at 8:30 a. m., should start at 9:30. And end 
the day’s studies at 3 o'clock instead of 2. 

Retail stores which have opened their doors 
at 9, should change that opening hour to 10. 
And so on, all down the line. For offices, stores, 
factories, schools and homes. 

By so doing we will reap the benefit of more 
daylight in the evenings, for the conservation 
of electricity, and at the same time avoid the 
burning of artificial light for an added hour 
or so in the morning. 

General business and public activity can 
easily adjust itself to fit operations to daylight 
hours, while those war functions which are so 
important will gain full benefit from the time 
change that is coming. 

Whatever adjustment of daily routine is 
necessary, even though it should cause some 
inconvenience, will be accepted by Georgians 
without complaint. For this is a move to aid 
our prosecution of the war and no loyal 
Georgian will raise any objection to anything 
with such an objective.

ARMY’S SECOND TEST WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—-Army or- 


ganization faces its second big test 
when no one any longer doubts that we shall be sending big ex- 
peditions overseas. The second test is the ability to absorb the 
1,900,000 draftees, due to enter the Army this year, into a trained, 
efficient whole. 

While we waited more than a year for centralization of authority 
in industrial war production, the Army did have the advantage of 
one-two-three direct delegation of power from the President through 
secretary of War Henry L. Stimson and General George C. Marshall, 
Army chief-of-staff under military discipline. 

In forming an Army ten times peace size in 1940 we had to 
spread over it, as instructors and directors, our small complement 
of regular officers. They were the professional nucleus who had 
the further advantage over any nucleus suddenly mobrlized for any 
emergency job. Their career, their sole occupation, was to prepare 
for war in peace, even when pacifists thought they had it all fixed 
to end wars for good. 


AVOIDING OLD MISTAKES The progressives among them

YOUR STAMPS BUY— sy now, I guess, all of us 


generally realize that war is 
well as unpleasant. We vaguely are realizing, but 
really realize until March 15, just what sort of a punch it is going 
to land on man’s most sensitive spot—his pocketbook. 

The thing to do, of course, is to be sensible about it. We've had 
it coming to us. And if we lose this war, there won't be any pocket- 
book to hit. There really isn’t any choice. 

We currently are being. asked to purchase stamps, defense 
stamps. Most persons like to know what they are buying with their 
money. We all know our country 1s at war and is forced to spend 
money rapidly and, because of public apathy toward defense in 
years gone by, wastefully in some of the more hurried preparations. 

War spending has reached a total of $114,000,000,000, appropri- 
ated or authorized, <A years ago that would have stunned 
Today we weave past the punch and go ahead knowing that it's 
worse if we lose the war. 

The ten-cent stamp or the two-bit stamp you purchase may not 
measure very large when placed against that $114,000,000,000, but 
it helps just the same.

His cannon, like the 
one in the Airacobra airplane, can fire 40 such shells in a minute 
They don't do that because of damage to the gun. But they ean. 
sonny can burn up a lot of your stamps-.very quickly. 

Ten 50-cent stamps will buy Sonny a steel helmet which comes 
down over the back of his neck and which also covers his temples. 
The old helmets didn’t do that. This protects him from steel frag- 
ments. The helmets have a cushioned interior, with straps and 
foam rubber protecting Sonny's head. That’s why they cost $5. 

The same number of stamps will buy enough bandages and 
splints to bandage a shattered Jeg—once. The splints, of course, 
will last a long time. We are considering the initial cost. 

If Sonny is in an antitank outfit, one medium-sized antitank 
shell costs about $6. That’s 12 of those 50-cent stamps or 24 25-cent 
stamps or 60 10-cent stamps. 

Your jarge antitank shell will cost about $20. That's 200 10-cent 
stamps. Don’t let that discourage you. There are millions of per- 
sons buying them and those in larger denominations. Every day 
the number grows. : 

One large 12 or 16-inch shell runs up to well over a thousand 


dollars. 

THE NAVY COSTS One of those nice torpedoes will set you 
back, at bargain prices, about $10,000 and 

(You see why Uncle Sam needs the money.) 

To get back into the stamp business, one Navy raincoat costs 

about $5, or 20 25-cent stamps. A pair of binoculars costs $85 to 

$100. That lifeboat you want them to have runs into real money. 

A small rubber float for 10 men will cost about $200. 

There are plenty of small things for your small stamps. It may 
hearten you to know just one of your two-bit stamps will buy a 
dozen bandages. 

One 10-cent stamp will buy him a tie, an issue handkerchief 
Or any number of small items. 

I put this in before going to the higher costs. 

You can buy a few bonds and help pay for the parachutes al! 
pilots, bombers, navigators and gunners neew, 

The parachute troopers need them also. In training. and per- 
haps in combat, they will wear two parachutes. Each one costs 
about $150. 

One pilot's clothing and equipment, including that for high alti- 
tude flying, runs to about $260. If Sonny’s clothes, before he went 
to the Air Corps, were costing serious money, it may comfort you 
to know Your Uncle Sam spends a great deal more. 

One pursuit plane costs anywhere up to $130,000, with all its 
equipment, armor and guns. The modern fighters are carrying 
many guns. 

The bombers run on up to big money, but still you can buy dozens 
and dozens of big bombers for what one battleship costs. You can 
get a fleet of them for one 50,000-ton battle wagon. 

But don’t forget—the little fellow can measure his dime stamp 
against something. His two-bit stamps will purchase many items 
the marine, soldier and sailor need. 

Dig in. It won't take us long to pay for that new $56,000,000.000 
bill. Every ten-cent stamp makes a hole in it. It may be micro- 
scopic, but it’s there. We've all got to dig in.

Standing in a barn door back of his home in Johnstown, a boy 
of 16 saw a 75-foot wall of whirling muddy water roaring down 
upon him. He started to run to the house, and then saw his father 
motioning to him to get on the roof of the barn. ~ 

He was on the roof, clinging to the ridgepole, when the water 
struck., The house collapsed and disappeared. The barn was swept 
from its foundation. The impact of the racing flood knocked other 
people from other roofs, but the boy held fast. 

Below the city, houses, trees, box cars and tangled debris crashed 
against a railway bridge to form adam. The flood became a whirl- 
pool, many miles wide, whirling with the speed of an express train. 
Other people, on other buildings, were hurled into the chaos at the 
bridge and there drowned or burned, but the spinning barn was 
carried safely past. 

A moment later the barn was caught by a tangle of wreckage 
lodged against a three-story brick building and a stone church. 
Trees and heavy timbers shot out of the water and crashed on the 
barn roof, and the boy jumped them one after the other, timing 
each jump to the split second. A box car shot out of the water, 
high in the air, and the boy seemed doomed. But at that moment 
the brick wall gave way and the barn was swept aside. Other 
people clinging to wreckage were held in the whirlpool until they 
were killed by the churning debris or swept away and drowned, 
but the barn was carried out of the maelstrom into smooth back- 
water. It struck against a brick building, and once more the boy 
jumped with split-second timing and landed safely on the roof. 

Why? Why did he so miraculously escape so many times while 
his people and thousands of others were killed? 

He lived to face the world alone, an orphan boy without a dime. 
He worked his way through school. He became a doctor. 

In later years, backed by the power of the humanitarian Rocke- 
feller Institute, he went all over the world on errands of mercy 
fignting epidemic disease, teaching the rules of sanitation, persuad- 
Ing governments to co-operate in making their people safe. He went 
about doing good, and countless thousands lived who would have 
died except for him. The work he began is carried on by others, 
and the good that will result is beyond measuring. 

He is the famous Dr. Heiser. Maybe chance saved him, but the 
story of his life, modestly told in that great book, “An American 
Doctor's Odyssey,” should and encourage those who be-

Fatal to 13 in 
New England 


22 Injured as Fire 
Sweeps 5-Story Apart- 
ment House. 


LYNN, Mass., Jan. 20.—(P)— 
Thirteen persons died as an early 
morning fire howled through Mel- 
vin Hall in downtown Lynn and 
tonight only the scorched and 
blackened ruins of, the five-story 
brick apartment and rooming 
house ‘remained. 

Twenty-two men and women 
who were burned or injured lay 
in Lynn and near-by hospitals— 
some of them firemen from the 
departments in 12 near-by commu- 
nities. 

It was dusk, about 14 hours aft- 
er the flames first were spotted 
in a basement coal bin, that Dep- 
uty Fire Chief James O’Neil re- 
ported all tenants had been ac- 
counted for. 

A couple believed buried in the 
ruins were located in a near-by ho- 
tel as searchers still hunted their 
bodies in the scorched embers. 

They had been reported missing 
since after the first firemen ar- 
rived to hear the screams of those 
who clung to window ledges and 
the moans of others who had plung- 
ed frantically to the ground. 


Some of the approximately 70 
tenants of the building died with 
aid almost within their grasp. 


Among the dead were the aged. 
and infirm who had little chance 
of escaping from their top floor) 
rooms ahead of the swift moving. 
flames. 

There were others who reached | 
their upper floor windows; then 
fell back in the blaze before help 
could reach them. 


At least two died as they took 
their chances in jumping to the 
street. A half score who waited 
were caught safely in life nets. 

One man plunged 40 feet to the 
ground as he tried to lower him- 
self on a rope of bed sheets. 

And one three-year-old lad was 
found dead, clasped in his moth- 
er’s arms.
